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A Different Drummer 
Really Bugged? 
It's EP A’s Fault 


BY RUS WALTON 
You say you have ants in the pantry? Termites in the at­ 
tic? 
Well, get used to them. They are the Environmental 
Protection Agency's latest contribution to your modem life 
style. 
The federal EPA has just banned heptachlor and chlor­ 
dane for most household uses and severely restricted its use 
in other applications. Those two chemicals are (or, were) 
two (rf the most widely-used insecticides for controlling 
house and garden insects. 
Russell Train, EPA director, alleged that the two com­ 
pounds cause cancer. Hogwash! Tile EPA hearings officer 
who conducted extensive investigations, found otherwise. He 
recommended continued approval (rf both heptachlor and 
chlordane. A subcommittee (rf the National Cancer Advisory 
Committee also took issue with the EPA. But, Train 
overrode them both. 
His decision was more political than sensible. He danced 
to the tune of the posey-pluckers; those who would have us 
return to the days of bees, bugs and thorny weeds. Consider 
for example, what has transpired since the EP A’s hysterical 
edicts have been forced upon us in recent years: 
-Last summer, for the first time in years, we suffered a 
serious outbreak of encephalitis; an epidemic, in fact, in 
various parts of the nation; 
—We witness a resurgence of head lice and an increase in 
Japanese Beetles in 14 states; 
—Suddenly there has been a population explosion of screw­ 
worm flies in Texas and Arizona; 
—There have been staggering losses to the weevil in the 
cotton fields of the South and irreparable tussock moth 
damage to the forests of the Northwest; 
—The gypsy moth, once controlled, now invades the 
Northeast, and Maine’s forests are threatened by the spruce 
budworm. 
As Dr. J. Gordon Edwards, noted entomologist and ad­ 
vocate of a properly balanced environment, comments : ‘ It 
is difficult to avoid the conclusion that (EPA) pesticide 
restrictions have been responsible for many of these un­ 
desirable conditions.” 
Dr. Edwards is too kind. To put it bluntly, the EPA has 
been guided more by the emotional outbursts and pressures 
of extremists than by the factual findings of science. And, we 
all pay the price.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
There has been widespread 
research on the possible 
health hazards of smoking 
marijuana, and now a study 
by a California medical 
team raises a new possibility 
— heavy pot smoking can 
harm the lungs. 
Dr. Donald P. Tashkin and 
coworkers at the UCLA 
School of Medicine found in a 
study of 28 healthy young 
male marijuana smokers 
that "customary social use” 
of marijuana did not produce 
a noticeable respiratory 
effect — but that heavy 
smoking did. 
Before beginning the test, 
the 
subjects 
reported 
smoking marijuana at least 
four times a week. Their 
lung function was normal 
when the study began. 
After 2-4 
months 
of 
smoking an average of five 
cigarettes a day, the sub­ 
jects showed small but 
significant changes in lung 
function. The speed at which 
they 
could 
exhale 
diminished, the ability of 
oxygen and other gases to 
pass into the bloodstream 
was decreased, and their 
airways narrowed slightly. 
Their lungs improved one 
month after the test ended. 
Tashkin 
reported 
the 
results of the studies in last 
week’s issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine 
and said the data suggested 
the degree of respiratory 
impairment was related to 
the amount of 
inhaled 
irritants in the smoke. He 
said it was possible the 
findings were not clinically 
important. 
But in an editorial in the 
same issue discussing the 
report, Dr. Louis Vachon, a 
noted marijuana researcher 
from Boston University 
School of Medicine, said the 
phenomenon requires a 
careful look. The question, 
he said, 
is the biologic 
meaning of the differences 
that were detected. 
"If the changes observed 
after IO weeks of smoking 
were to continue at the same 


rate, the person who smokes 
five ‘joints’ a day would be 
totally 
disabled 
by 
respiratory insufficiency in 
a few years,” he said. "This 
obviously has not hap­ 
pened.” 
Vachon said a more logical 
hypothesis might be that 
lung function would be 
impaired to some extent and 
then remain that way or 
degrade 
very 
slowly 
thereafter. 
"Is this the forerunner of 
severe damage that will 
emerge years later?” he 
asked. 
In cigarettes made with 
tobacco, the harmful agent 
is the smoke. Vachon said 
there are few laboratory 
s t u d i e s 
c o m p a r i n g 
marijuana 
and 
tobacco 
smoke, but he said the 
combustion of marijuana 
leaves more residue than 
tobacco. 


Vachon said, however, 
that the central nervous 
system effects of nicotine in 
tobacco and marijuana’s 
principal active ingredient, 
known as THC, are very 
different and lead to dif­ 
ferent smoking habits.

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British ‘Root’ Viewed 
Hot Group Discusses Pop Music 


By Dick Kleiner 


HOLLYW OOD - The latest 
im ported B ritis h m usical 
craze. The Average White 
Band, was in town, and their 
appearance made me wonder 
— why is it that so much of 
our current pop music has 
British roots? 
Music, pop variety, used to 
be all home-grown in the days 
of 
Arm strong, 
Goodman, 
M iller, Shaw, and even later 
with the Sinatra and Fabian 
crazes. But, since the Beatles, 
we seem to be taking our cues 
from Great Britain. 
Alan Gorrie, one of the six 
Scotsmen (actually, one is 
English) who make up The 
Average White Band, thinks 
the answer to the riddle lies in 
the differences in cultural 
patterns for the youth in the 
two nations. 
“ If the British do something 
original in m usic,’’ Gorrie 
says, “ they seem to be able to 
do it all the way. But here, 
m ayb e b e cau se of the 
differences 
in 
upbringing, 
your young people can’t seem 
to do it. 
“ It goes back to the way 
you’re raised. British school­ 
ing is more strict. American 
kids get a car when they’re 16 
and they always have a lot of 
freedom. All those distrac­ 
tions take away from their 
goals.

“ If you suggested to a 
British kid that he’d have a 
car at 16, he’d say, ‘You’ve 
gone soft in the head, lad.’

They 
become more self-reliant at 
an earlier age, and they learn 
to stick to something they 
start.”

“ The U .S.,” he says, “ has 
the best music schools and 
music teachers and turns out 
some of the finest individual 
musicians. But they don’t 
seem to form close-knit and 
lasting groups. They bicker 
and fight and. a year together 
is a long time for a U.S. 
band.” 


The Average White Band 
has already b^n together for 
three years, and Gorrie says 
they’re happy and have no 
thought of splitting up. 
“ There’s a fam ily aspect to 
our working together,” he 
says. “ Even arguments and 
hardships — and we’ve had 
our share of both — don’t put a 
strain on our relationship. We 
just say, ‘Bear up, lad, it’ll get 
better.’ We had a sausage, 
eggs and chips diet for the 
first few years, but we sur­ 
vived.” 
The band started with six 
Scots — Gorrie, Roger Ball, 
M o lly D u n can , H am ish 
Stuart, Onnie M cIntyre and 
Robbie McIntosh. McIntosh, 
the group’s drummer, died. 
He has been replaced by Steve 
Ferrone, a black Englishman 
from 
B rig h to n . 
So The 
Average White Band includes 
an average black drummer. 
Their name always creates 
questions. Gorrie says when 
they first got together, they 
mulled over various names 
for a week or so, without 
arriving at a decision. 
“ There were mounds of 
ludicrous suggestion,” he 
says. ‘Then a friend used an 
old English colonial phrase 
one hot day — ‘Ifs far too hot 
for the average white man.’

some of its favorite stars — 
people like Rod Stewart, the 
Stones, some of the Beatles 
have all moved away.” 
So they come here, where 
the taxes aren’t quite as bad 
and where there is a larger 
country to entertain.

means constant touring. 
“ There’s so much road 
work,” Gorrie says. “ W e’ve 
been on the road since March 
I, with only thiee weeks off in 
all that time. That’s a long 
time to have to live out of a 
suitcase. But America is so 
vast and it takes such a long 
time to get around it. ifs the 
only way.” 
Gorrie says they have notic­ 
ed an interesting regional 
difference as they have toured 
the U.S. 
“There seems to be a line 
bisecting your country.” he 
says. It runs east and west 
between Norfolk. Virginia, 
and Albuquerque, New Mex­ 
ico. Everything south of that 
line has a different behavior 
pattern from everything north 
of it. 
“ South of the line the people 
are violent and there is a 
tense kind of thing in the air. 
You don’t feel that in the 
north except in Detroit, where 
there is the same kind of 
tenseness. 
But there’s a 
different kind of madness in 
the south. Ifs really hard for 
us to analyze, because we are 
there for so little time, but we 
feel it.” 
G orrie 
says 
Am ericans 
generally think of Scottish 
music as simply bagpipes and 
Lena Zavaroni. But he says 
that today .Scotland prodqce& 
a lot of good rook musicians.
